Wolves Seem to be Multiplying in 
Numbers Instead of Becoming E x ­ 
tinct—Last Year Seven Times 
Much W as 
Paid 
Out 
1896. 


The question baa sometimes pre­ 
sented itself to the minds of the 
county officials whether an effort was 
not being made to establish a wolf 
industry in Rook connty, and put it on 
a paying basis. 
The year of 1897 
was indeed quite a profitable one for 
the wolf catchers, when it is con 
sidered that the day has arrived when 
the wolf should be a pretty scarce 
animal in this section. Yet the amount 
of money paid out in bounties in tbe 
year closing 1897 was seven times as 
large as the highest amount of tbe 
preeediog year. 
Large Bounties Paid.

McIntyre gives the 
following figures for the psst eight 
years of the exact amount cf money 
spent eaoh year by the county for 
scalps:

Scalps by the Score 
In 1897 soalps were brought to to vn 
in wholesale lots, E. Eveland, of the 
town of Janesville, bringing in at one 
time tbe scalps of eigbh little wolves 
for which he received 880 bounty from 
the alate and connty. This I' the 
largess single c ap tu re'ever made in 
this county. 
In 1894 three different 
litters of seven wolves each were 
brougkt in. 
Of late years the greater 
portion of the woivea have been cap­ 
tured in tbe towns of Avon, Newark,, 
Turtle and Magnolia. 
Aa strange aa 
it may seem bot few old wolves have 
been captured, and In nearly every 
ease the farmer reports them aa hav- 
ir g escaped. 
Circumstances Are Suspicions. 
It la ha dly right to insinuate th a t 
any resident of Rock connty would 
make a business of raising wolves to 
dispose of to the county. 
Still, if any 
enterprising farmer has a pair of 
wolves on hi6 territory he eonld permit 
them to roam undisturbed in his 
woodland, to eat a stray chicken or 
two, and brl ig forth their young in 
peace. 
He will hod it profitable, if bo 
disposed.

ing about the present condition of af­ 
fairs, the foreclosure of the claims 
against the Pacific railroads, by which 
the government is collecting every dol­ 
lar due from the roads, with interest. 
Mr. Cooper was the only repnblioan 
member of the Pacific railroads com­ 
mittee 
in

who stood out 
againt the 
funding 
scheme, 
by 
which it 
was proposed to fund 
tor fifty years*the debt due the gov­ 
ernment, at 8 per cent, making it 
payable in installments, the debt then

position to the position taken by Mr. 
Cooper comprised a large number of 
leading men on beth aides os the then 
democratic house.

great danger that • ‘every dollar of the 
enormous indebtedness due will be 
lost to the United States.”

you will collect che debt that is owing 
by these Pacific railroads to the gov­ 
ernment, or whether yon will abandon 
your claim.” 
It should be a m atter of pride to 
Mr. Oooper and his friends to know 
that althougn the funding bill was 
defeated aud foreclosure proceedings 
were institute:!, as Mr. Cooper advo­ 
cate a should be done, the government 
has won every point up to chis time, 
and bas collected every- dollar due, 
principal and interest. 
The result 
fully justifies the opposition Mr. Coop­ 
er made to the funding scheme, and 
his declaration thai the government 
should proceed to foreclosure and that 
under such proceedings the govern­ 
ment would collect every dollar due 
from the Pacific roads.

the small Kansas Pacific line, which 
starts nowhere and arrives nowhere, 
but the government is sure of a good 
share, and possibly all in the case cf 
chat small road.

It would ill become the president to 
have an opinion or a policy regarding a 
question which is on trial, until he 
has the report of the board of inquiry 
and knows what is the evidence. It is

THE ST. LOUIS PLATFORM. 
IF WE SHOULD HAVE WAR. 


In case of a war between the United 
States and Spain the island of Cuba 
would be freed from Spanish rule much 
wore easily than is generally imagined.' 
This country would not need to send a 
large army to the island to fight the > 
Spaniards in the field. Neither would it 
need to bombard Havana nor attack it 
in any other way. Perhaps the war 
would end, as far as Cuba is concerned,! 
without the Americans firing a single 
shot either by land or sea. Though these 
statements may at first appear astonish­ 
ing, they are merely the logical conclu­ 
sion to be derived from knowledge of 
the real state of affairs in the struggling 
island. 
The Spaniards, with an army of 150,- 
000 men, of which not 90,000 are regu­ 
lar troops, all that is* left of the 200,- 
000 soldiers sent from Spain since 1895 
and decimated by battle and sickness, 
control only the seaports and the strong­ 
ly fortified towns in the interior. The 
country from east to west is in the 
hands of the insurgents. The eastern 
part of the island, including Santiago 
de Cuba and Puerto Principe, is held by 
the Cuban Generals Calixto Garcia, 
Jesus Rabi and Lope Recio Loynaz. 
There the Cubans are stronger than in 
any other section of the island. They 
have in these two provinces 20,000 men 
at least, armed aud with plenty of am­ 
munition. There they hold the Spanish 
columns in constant check, and the re­ 
cent defeats of General Pando in Santi­ 
ago de Cuba, at the entrance of the 
Canto river and of General .Tinjenez 
Castellanos at La Esperanza, almost 
within sight of Puerto Principe city, 
show conclusively what the power of 
the Cubans is in the east. 
The central part of the island—that is 
to say, the province of Santa Clara—is 
controlled lay General Maximo Gomez. 
The Cuban commander in chief has at 
least 10,000 men there under his orders, 
with Generals Carrillo, Monteagudo, 
Alvarez and several others as subordi­ 
nate commanders. 
There are about 5,000 insurgents in 
the provinces of Matanzas and Havana. 
This is where the Cubans are weakest, 
the Spanish fortified towns being nearer 
to one another and the Spanish army 
more numerous. But, nevertheless, they 
have strength enough to keep up a very 
lively guerrilla warfare, raiding almost 
daily the most important towns aud 
making dashing attacks on the out­ 
skirts of Havana city itself. The*recent 
death of their plucky leader, General 
Aranguren, has not abated their ardor. 
General. Betancourt, General Alejandro 
Rodriguez, General Rafael de Cardenas 
and Colonels Davalcs, Collazo aud oth­ 
ers are cutting out a great deal of work 
every day for the Spanish and the guer­ 
rillas in Havana aud Matanzas prov­ 
inces. 
Pinar del Rio province, the western 
extremity, is a Cuban stronghold. The 
Cubans there are as strong as in Santa 
Clara and hold the long aud impregna­ 
ble chain of mountains extending 
through the province. They do not allow 
the Spaniards to get out of their towns. 
Generals Delgado and Ducasi are the 
principal Cuban leaders in that prov­ 
ince.

immense risk and difficulties they incur 
in securing scanty supplies from the 
feeble filibustering expeditions they not 
only hold their own against Spain, but 
actually imprison Spaniards in their 
forts and cities, it is obvious that pos­ 
sessing war appliances which will place 
them in this respect on the same footing 
as the Spaniards themselves, they will 
exterminate all the Spanish columns 
daring to leave their fortified places and 
eventually invest them iu the principal 
cities. 
With a single dynamite gun of small 
caliber and with the a,OOO or 4, OOO rifles 
received by him from several small ex­ 
peditions sent from the United States 
General Garcia has driven the Spaniards 
from the greater part of the province of 
Santiago de Cuba. 
It is a fact which even Spanish di­ 
plomacy will not dare to deny that if 
instead of hampering the Cubans in the 
United States in their work of sending 
expeditions to their brethren, if in­ 
stead of prosecuting them in so drastic 
a manner as was done during the ad­ 
ministration of Mr. Cleveland, if in­ 
stead of keeping, at enormous cost to 
this country, the American navy and 
the police watching the Cuban junta 
aud its agents, the Cubans here had 
been unmolested the possibility which 
now confronts us of an international 
war would not exist. The Cubans, with 
no more than 40,000 men in the field, 
and with all the odds against them, 
have proved in three years that they are 
more than a match for Spain. 
With a 
regular and ample supply of war ma­ 
terials they can free their island with­ 
out any other lu lu from abroad. 
In a war between Spain and the 
United States it is beyond dtmbt that 
the whole Cuban army would be on the 
American side. There is no doubt ei­ 
ther that we would give them all the 
rifles, cartridges and cannon they need. 
They would then take care of the land 
operations. 
We would only need to 
blockade the Spaniards by sea aud let 
them starve. 
Of course the Spaniards would make 
an attempt with their navy to break 
that blockade. The contest would then 
be only a naval one. But with their 
capital only 80 miles from Key West 
and 60 from Dry Tortugas, which would 
probably be the center of our naval oper­ 
ations, is it reasonable to suppose that 
the Spaniards could relieve Havasu ei­ 
ther by stealth or by force? In a few 
days the proud Spanish stronghold, with 
its Cabana fortress and its Morro eas 
tie, with its mined bay aud its lamous 
torpedoes, would be at our mercy end 
not very much blood would be shed.—

niards cannot exist ou the products 
the country in any part of the island. 
The country near the towns was laid 
waste by General Weyler, and the gaunt 
specter of famine stalks all over Cuba. 
The extermination of the peaceable in­ 
habitants by hunger is going on rapid­ 
ly. 
All these facts are too notorious to 
be denied at this time. 
The recoucen- 
trados, or noncombatants, starve aud 
die by thousands only because the coun­ 
try, on which they exclusively depend, 
is not producing food. 
The insurgents 
keep zones of cultivation of their own, 
where they raise vegetables and store 
their cattle, but they do not divide their 
provisions with the noncombatants, nor 
do they allow vegetables to be raised or 
cattle kept by any one but themselves, 
because it is their policy to prevent the 
Spanish army from obtaining any kind 
of resources in the country. 
The Spanish army therefore exclusive­ 
ly depends upon the provisions imported 
from abroad. Rice, beans and flour they 
receive from Spain. Meat for the inhab­ 
itants of the seaports they obtain from 
Mexico and florida. The 150,000 Span­ 
iards nuder arms exclusively depend 
upon steamers loaded with provisions 
from abroad that enter the Cuban ports. 
Not a potato comes into the city of 
Havana from the country. The milk is 
almost all condensed aud imported from 
the United States. Eggs aud vegetables 
are from Florida, and, what is still 
more important, on account of the great 
financial distress in Havana the import­ 
ing merchants do not keep a large stock 
of provisions. If the imports are stop­ 
ped, the entire supply of food in Havana 
will be exhausted by the 200,000 inhab­ 
itants of the city iii less than a week. 
Suppose now that war is declared one 
of these days. The United States in that 
case has only to blockade the seaports of 
Cuba to starve out the whole Spanish 
army, and that without lauding a single 
Blan on the island. The Spaniards will 
simply be compelled to surrender be­ 
cause cf the lack cf food. 
To prevent the possibility that they 
might make a desperate effort inland to 
overpower the insurgents and get their 
vegetables and other provisions son:e- 
thing might be done easily, quickly and 
at once. There are many seaports of 
tome importance in Cuba absolutely de­ 
fenseless from the seaside. Cardenas, for
